The  Hater  Supply  during  the  ye  ex  was  c^ain  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  end  quentity.  The  Springs  on  xihich  the  area  formerly 
depended  gave  out  in  Ilarch  and  pumping  from  the  boreholes  was 
carried  on  until  Ncvomber,w2ien  the  springs  <^ge.in  yielded  sufficient 
fer  requirements. 

Seriplcs  taken  fer  Ev..ctcriological  r.nd  ChcmiccJ. 
iJicAysis  showed  that  thv.  welter  was  highly  satisfactory.  No 
injurious  metcAs  were  found.  The  Hater  Supply  was  laid  cn  to 
four  mcr-  houses  end  e-rrongements  have  been  madd  for  the  cmnecticn 
to  otiiors, 

Th-^re  are  204  houses  in  the  Inner  District  end  87 
■ f these  .are  supplied  by  direct  cennection.  There  are  44  iicuscs  in 
the  Outer  District,  and  these  have  their  o'wn  supply.
